CONSTRUCTION UPDATE 

The construction of Shelton's new campus 
continues to progress on schedule. The 
exterior skin, windows, and roof are now 
complete; entrance ways and external doors 
will be bid on and installed in December. 
Over 75% of the wall-studding has been 
installed and over 50% of the sheetrock has 
been completed. Everything is on schedule, 
and the programs on the 1. 5th Street Campus 
are scheduled to move by the latter pan of 
April 1996. 

Planning for Phase II is also going wef. 
Bids for this second phase will go out in early 
February 1996, and construction for this 
second phase will be completed in the late 
spring of 1997. 

Construction for the new roadway 
connecting Highway 69 into the campus will 
begin in early December with a completion 
date scheduled for May 1996. This roadway 
will have traffic signals and turn lanes to help 
with traffic flow.
